Regular Monthly Meeting 


at Wema.n's Assembly 


The farmers and land owners who at- 


tended tho beet in gar meeting yesterday 
afternoon learned some valuable pointers 
in regard to the business. The purpose 
and details of the mooting wero stated in 
yesterday's Issue of this paper. Two ad- 
dresses were made, one' by Prof. Holden 
and another by Mr. Hopke. 
The fcrinei 


spoke as follows: 


'The amount of sugar used per capita 


in Illinois Is 70 pounds, worth t$ JO. 
The bulk of this comes from Germany or 
Cuba. Every yeir $150,000 la sent out of 
Mncon county for sugar and if this rnorcy 
oonld be kept at home it would bo n good 
thing. The agricultural station at Cham- 
paign last year seat out beet seed to 2QO 
farmers and the result demonstrated that 
the soil in central Illinois Is well adapt- 
ed to the raising of beets. 
A moderate 


siie factory coats about (250,000. The 
farmers must know that they can raise 
the kind and quality of beets required 
and must enter into some kindofcoi- 
traot to devote a certain amount of lend 
to beet raising before anyone can te in- 
duced to invest so much money In a fac- 
tory. The establishment ol such r> factory 
brings prosperity to a community. It 
not only means that a large amount of 
money will be distributed among the 
farmer, but that many persons will find 
employment. At Grand Island, Nebras- 
ka, whero a factory was established the 
land has raised In price. It was formerly 
worth only from CIO to (40 an aors ard 
now It Is worth $80 to (100 an acre and 
rents for (10. 


'It was feared that the cultivation of 


beets would drive out othor crops. 
It 


might bo well If the corn and oats crop of 
Illinois could In lessened, but it does not 
do this, but It does diversify farming. 


"If the farmers of this county wijh to 


cultivate beets the proper course for them 
to pursiie would bo to organize and up- 
polnt a committee of farmers and busi- 
ness tuen to visit faotnrles and diitrtcts 
where sugar Is raised. Tho railroads are 
as mnch Interested in the matter us any 
one and will likely furnish free transpor- 
tation.

grown Gxpcriuentally by some of the best 
'armerg'at the expense of tho organiza- 
jon and under the direction of some ono 
who thoroughly understands beet raiding.

will not find himself among strangers 
n Washington. He knows the life of 
he American capital like a book, hav- 
ng spent eight years in the diplomatic 
ervice at Washington, beginning asat- 
ache in 1873, when his father, the g-al- 
,nt Admiral Polo, was serving as Span 
sh minister to the United States. 


It vrill thus be seen that the choice of 


senor Bernabe reflects no small credit 
upon the good judgment of the Span- 
sh government. 
The new minister 


made many warm friends when pre- 
viously serving in this country, and 
lis father is remembered as a man of 
;markable force of character. 
The name of the younger Bernabe re- 


calls a homely, boyish-looking attache, 
vhosc face wore .1 perpetual .smile, al 
nost a broad grin, indicative of un- 
ailing- good nature. But that was IE 
or 20 years ago. Xow he comes back at 
he age of 45 with the dignity of in- 
creasing years and a reputation for 
liplomacv and scholarly attainments 
most gratifying to those who knew him 
as a fledgling.

Admiral Polo, father of the new ruin 
ister, hangs. There is a striking re- 
semblance between the old diplomat 
and sailor in gorgeous uniform, his 
breast glittering with many orders, 
and a likeness of the young Polo de 
Bernabe, which appears among the 
legation photographs. 
Admiral Polo 


was minister of Spain at Washington 
from 18TS through a greater part of 
1875, 
succeeding Senor Roberts, a most 


popular Spanish representative. 


The new minister was born in M ad- 


rid 45 years ago, and is of tt family 
that have known admirable service 
with their government on land and 
Bea. He entered the service as attache 
in Washington in 1873, was promoted 
to third secretary in 1875, remaining 
here until 1881, when, after eight years' 
service, he was transferred to the for- 
eign office at Madrid. In 1SS2 he was 
appointed second secretary to Holland, 
from which post he returned in 1885 
to the foreign office at Madrid. His 
elevation to the rank of minister fol- 
lowed shortly, when, from minister to 
Egypt and later to Brazil, he returned 
to become chief of the commercial sec- 
tion of the foreign office of Spain. 


Senor de Bernabe is slight, short of 


stature, very blonde, with scant hair 
and beard. An excellent linguist, the 
now minister is also a man of many 
other accomplishments. 
He writes 


well, valuable treatises on commercial 
questions being among his works. His 
knowledge of commercial relations is 
said to bo thorough. 


It is hoped in Washington that the 


new career upon which Senor de Berna- 
be is about to enter may be character- 
ized by the tact and force which were 
employed by his father. Admiral Polo 
won many warm admirers during his 
day, and as the son of his father the 
new minister is assure*1 a cordial wel- 
come, entirely aside from that due to 
the impression left from his own former 
sojourn in Washington. 


Admiral Jose Polo de Rernabe, the 


father of the newly appointed minister, 
was known in Washington as A man 
of great integrity of character and 
dignity, and of delightful personality. 
During his entire term of service at 
Washington this was one of the most 
important posts in the entire Spanish 
diplomatic sen-ice, as the ten years' 
war in Cuba was in progress, and many 
questions were constantly arising re- 
quiring great diplomatic skill and a 
high order of ability for their discus- 
sion. 


It was while in Washington that the 


United States and Spain were brought 
to the verge of war by the Virginius 
affair. He conducted with Secretary 
Fish a voluminous correspondence on 
this case, and his dispatehes show that 
he had mastered every detail of all the 
questions which arose during its dis- 
cussion. His analysis of the documents 
and the depositions relating to this 
affair, and his argument In support of 
the contention that the Virpinius had 
no legal right to fly the American flag, 
constituted an able presentation of the 
Spanish case.
